EASTERN. 

Nearing an End. 

Wasnrtnoton, January 9. 
Guiteau arrived at the Court House 
at about 9:30, and was taken to the 
waiting room. He appeared rather 
nervous, and his countenance indica- 
ted anxiety. When he had taken his 
seat in the dock he glanced around 
stealthily over the audience, and im- 
mediately began a harangue  evi- 
dently intended for the jury. 

“T have received,” he said, “ Mtne 
good letters; a great many of them 
from ladies. When I get time I ehall 
attend to them. 1 want to send my 
greetings to the ladies of America, 
and thank them for their sympathy. 
They don’t want me to be hanged. 
Public opinion is fast changing. I 
received Saturday a check for $1,000 
from the stalwarts of Brooklyn and 
another for $500 from the stalwarts 
of New York. I want this jury to un- 
derstand how public opinion is on this 
case.” 

A bailiff here tried to silence him, 
when he turned upon him in a most 
vicious manner and shouted out: 

“You keep quiet and mind your 
awn business. Do not interfere with 
me when I am talkiog. If you had 
any sense you would understand your 
place.” 

With this opening breeze proceed- 
ings in due form were begun and 
Scoville resumed his argument. He 
proceeded without interruption for an 
hour, His remarks were listened to 
with marked attention. He laid stress 
upon the propositions that insane men 
often know the difference between 
right and wrong, aod for that reason 
conceal their plans.. That benefit of 
doubt should attach to the plea of in- 
sanity when raised with the same foree 
as when urged in connection with the 
commission of crime. His allusion 
to the decision of Judge Davis, who 
went out of his way, he said, to pass 
upon something not involved in the 
case he was then considering, brought 
Judge Porter to his feet with the in- 
dignant reply: 

“That charge was false.’’ Scoville re- 
torted: “ The opinion of the maa who 
sat on the same bench with a Barnard 
and a Cordoza should not be received 
with much consideration.” 

Judge Porter, with even more ve- 
hemence, retorted—The charge of 
the counsel is absolutely false. Judge 
Davis never sat on aseat with either 
of the gentlemen named. If an hon- 
orable member of the Federal judici- 
ary is to be put on trial here, I de- 
mand that the record be produced 
here upon which this false charge is 
made. 

Scoville insisted that when the style 
of proceedings best suited to a Police 
Oourt were introduced here by the 
prosecution he could comment upon 
them as he deemed most fitting. He 
should not be frightened by the tragic 
utterances of Judge Porter. He had 
heard the same notes years ago from 
owls at night in the woods ot Ohio. 

Guitesu laughed and called out 
sneeringly, “ That's a very five speech 
on Porter.” Davidge protested that 
now for five miputes time had been 
devoted tou improper scope of argu- 
ment, and the Court warned counsel 
that they must abstain trom person- 
alities. 

Scoville concluded his argument at 
12 o'clock, and ia cooclusion desired 
to make afew remarks of a personal 
character, attending to the controver- 
sies with Judge Porter. He dis- 
claimed any invention to transgress 
the bounds of propriety or the rules of 
practice, but. he should criticise the 
cooduct of counsel when it merited 
criticism, and threats of prosecution 
would not intimidate him. \ 

Citing to the custom of the coun- 
sel upon_the other side of bowing 
to the jury upon entering, Scoville 
said : “Sometimes it 1s three bows all 
around, sometimes more—never less 
than three. It has never been done 
by counsel upon this side, and I do 
not hesitate to question the propriety 
of it.” 

Judge Porter—The gentlemaa is 
simply instaocing his lack of polite-

“ Rosecrans,” the Speaker replied, 
“is a strong persona: friend of mine, 
and I thiok he is perfect!y satisfied 
with his assignmest and with his 
treatment. I understand that Orth 
desired to be Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs not so much 
for what he could do, but as a vindi- 
cation of himself, which he thought 
was necessary and important to him 
because he has been charged with 
being implicated in custom claims 
against the Government originating 
wheo he was in the Foreign service. 
I think he attaches too much import- 
ance to this desire for vindication. 
The point that Orth seems to make is, 
that length of service in Congress, re- 
gardiess of merit, or rather of what a 
member Las accomplished while ino 
Congress, should govern. It is one 
that I don't believe is sound.” 


An Exciting Fire. 
New York, January 9. 

The pan house of Havemeyer & EI- 
ders Brooklyn sugar works, a building 
seven stories high, 150 by 200 feet, 
was completely burned yesterday af- 
ternoon. The crash of falling copper 
pans, weighing fifteen to twenty tons 
each; was terrific, and shook the 
ground like an earthquake. Hon. 
Theodore A. Havemeyer, of the Aus- 
trian Consul, owned the building, and 
had just been through it when the 
fire broke out. Loss on the building 
and machinery, a million and a half. 
Insurance, 60 per cent., distributed in 
small risks all over the United States. 
The char house opposite was damaged 
$25,000. One thousand men are out 
of employment. The building will be 
replaced at once. 


The Mormons Belang Shown Up, 
New York, January 9. 

In the matter of the Utah contested 
seat case a paper has been filed with 
the President showing that out of 36 
members composing the general as- 
sembly of Utah, and paid out of the 
Treasury of the United States, 32 are 
high officers of the Mormon church, 
and bound by tibeir oaths to obey the 
dictates of the church in all things 
secular, as well as spiritua), and 28 are 
living in polygamy in violation of the 
law of Congress of 1862. These fig- 
ures, to say the least of them, place in 
a curious light the statements recently 
given out by Bishop Sharp and ex- 
delegate Hooper, that polygamy in 
Utah was dying out. It may be 
added that these same gentlemen 
have been giving out the same state- 
ment for the past fifteen years. 


He Has Lived Too Long Already. 
Wasurneton, January 9. 
An eminent lawyer here is authority 
for the statement that (iuiteau has at 
least a lease of Jife till next May even 
should he be promptly found guilty 
of morder in the first degree and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. Legal authority 
says it is a statute in force in the dis- 
trict, more or less ancient and some- 
what awkward, directing that sentence 
of death shall not be executed till 
thirty days after the begioning of the 
next term of Court succeeding that at 
which sentence was pronounced. 


A Bad Drift. 
Cutcaco, January 9. 
An explosion occurred in the Lehigh 
Coal and Navigation Co.’s mine yes- 
terday, in which there were over two 
bundred men at work. The explosion | ch 
was terriffic, causing the caving in of 
one breast and destroying one schute. 
There were sixteen men at werk in 
this section, nine of whom were in- 
jured by burns or by being blown 
down the gangway. This is the third 
fire-damp explosion in this same gang- 
way. , 
Unbearable Losolence. 
New York, January 9. 

The Herald's correspondent says: 
Guiteau said to-day: 
one hour to speak to the jury, and 
when they hear me they will vindi- 
cate me. I can say more io an hour 
than Scoville in a day. There are 
men on the jury who will 
know the truth of my words: ‘I was 


impelled by the-Deity to remove the

Saulkowski, who went in search of 
the Jeannette on board the Chasseur, 
met the United States steamer Rodg- 
ers, engaged in the same mission, and 
telegraphs from Irkoutsk, under date 
of December 26, as follows: Parted 
on the 9th of August from the Rodg- 
ers, which steered for Herald island. 
The steamer Erok, with the Cremon 
expedition on board, then returned to 
Chinese ports, having previously ac- 
companied the Rodgers in search of 
an American steamer Laving on board 
the Captain of a stranded whaler 
which joined them in Providence bay. 
The Captain states that he saw a boat 
containing a compass, silver spoons 
and‘ other articles marked Jeannette. 
The boat bad been cast off Herald bay. 
The commander of the Rodgers there- 
fore resolved to proceed thither. He 
anticipated wintering, and, aided by 
dogs purchased at Kamchatka, organ- 
izing parties to make a thorough 
search of the island.

Rev. Dr; Seott Administers the Rite of 
Baptism to Several New Converts. 
The Rev. Dr. Scott had a large con-

every household. He extended an in- 
vitation to the young as well as the 
old to attend the revival meetings.

Symbolism cf Baptism.” He preach- 
ed a very interesting discourse. After 
the sermon the Doctor requested the 
candidates for baptismal rites to go to 
the dressing room on the east side of 
the platform. The curtain was 
drawn and the Baptistry opened and 
arranged for the reception of the 
newly-made converts.

and ef the Son, and of the Holy 

Ghost; amen!” At the word “‘bap- 

tise” he laid them back in the water 

completely covering the head and 
body. The submersion was but for 
an iostant, and as he lifted them from 
the water he applied a cloth to the 
face to wipe offthe water. The young 
girl, Miss Barney, wore a white robe 
instead of a black one. Mrs. Barney, 
the mother of Willie and Miss Lucy, 


fainted away in the dressing room 
from excitement while her: children 
were receiving the religious satra- 
ment.

Our Neighbor's Credit Comes up to 
Zero at Last, 

The Silver State says: Yesterday io- 
augurated a new era in the financial 
history of Humboldt county. War- 
rants were issued by the Auditor for 
claims allowed by the Commissioners, 
and for the first time in the history of 
the county those warrants were sought 
by moneyed men at par. The war- 
rants draw interest at the rate of ten 
per cent. per annum, and while money 
is apparently scarce, several were buy- 
ing the warrants as an investment. In 
early days, when warrants were first 
issued in the cqunty, they sold for one- 
tenth of their face value in coin. In 
those days a box of candles worth 
in cash at the stores $8 50, cost the 
county $120 in scrip, and as the scrip 
was not redeemable for two or three 
years, the interest amounted to $30 or 
$40. After the railroad was built the 
county was virtually out of debt, yet 
scrip sold for 75 or 80 cents on the 
dollar. In 1873 the Court-house was 
built, and though the debt incurred io 
erecting it was funded, the floating in- 
debtedness increased, and kept on in- 
creasing until quite recently. and war- 
rants sold for 80 cents until about 18 
months ago, when 95 cents was paid 
for large pieces of scrip. The war- 
rants issued now will probably be re- 
deemed next December, when taxes 
for the current year are paid into the 
the Treasury. 
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A Hard Head.
